Thomas walked-on to the 
Trojan team in Spring 2005 dnd 
worked to earn the backup spot 
as long snapper in 2006. After 
the starting long snapper gradu- 
ated in 06, Thomas said he 
earned the #1 spot as long snap- 
per and received a football 
scholarship. 

The Trojans opened the 2008 
season with a win against Mid- 
dlé Tennessee, and the next 
scheduled game (LSU) was 
postponed due to Hurricane 
Gustav..That game has been 
rescheduled to Nov, 15th. 

Last Saturday, Sept. 13, the 
Trojans played _ their , home 
opener for the 2008 season at 
Movie Gallery Stadium in Troy. 
In front of a ctowd of more than 
22,000 fans, the Trojans domi- 
nated the Alcorn State’ Braves 
with a 65-0 win. 

Prior to last Saturday’s game, 
Thomas said, he was looking 
forward.to the opening home 
game and felt it would give the 
Trojans a chance:to get better as 
a team. He said the game would 


allow the team to work on,areas 


that needed it.

Elba City Council votes to increase bank loan amount

The Elba City Council ‘voted 
Monday evening, Sept. 22, to 
rédo a recent bank loan and add 
$200,000 to the principal. 

The extra funds will be used 
to catch up payment of sales 
taxes collected and earmarked 
for the local schools. The coun- 
cil also approved a bank re- 
quired: ‘resolution .on the 
extension of the. Tiger Park 
loan. A recently announced cash 
grant for'this project has not yet 
been received and will be ap- 
plied to the, debt upon receipt. 

Mayor James. Grimes ex- 
plained to council .members 
that the City had fallen. behind 
on.transferring the sales tax to 
the schools when rising cost of 
electric power and some unex- 


" pected operating expenses dur- 


ing the past year prevented the 
Water and Electric Board from 
transferring some’ anticipated 


(and: budgeted) funds to the city 
coffers. 

A fecent problem with firé 
trucks responding:to a house 
fire required renaming of what 
is now two ‘streets. Dunham 
Street was, cut into with the 
Beaver Dam.,Creek clearing 
project and the large gap re- 
sulted in only one access to 
each section. 

The council accepted the 911 
Board recommendation and 
named the two streets: Dunham 
Street, South and Dunham 
Street, North. Dunham Street 
South can be only ‘be accessed 
from Hickman Avenue (Dorsey 
Trailers end of street) and Dun- 
ham) Street: North can be ac- 
cessed only from Martin Luther 
King Drive. 

City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
reported:a scheduled eléctric 
power outage ‘in. downtown 
Elba on Sunday, Sept. 28, after 
9 p.m. Replacement of a power 


pole. will réquire this power 
outage. 

Those businesses (and maybe 
somé homes) impacted will be 
notified.

Depression in the Elderly 

Depression in the clderly is very. common, although it is not.a normal -part of aging. “Late-life 
depression affects about 6 million Americans age 65 and ‘older, but only 10% receive treatment for 
depression. This is likely because the symptoms of depression in the elderly are often confused with 
the effects of multiple illnesses and the medicines used to treat them. 

Depression in later fife frequently coexists with othet medical illnesses and disabilities. In addition, 
advancing age is often accompanied by loss of key social support systems due to the death of a spouse 
or siblings, retirement and/or relocation of residence. Because of their change in :circumstances and 
the fact that they're expected to slow ddwn, doctors and’ family may, miss the diagnosis of depression 
in elderly people, delaying effective treatment. As a result, many seniors find themselves having to 
cope with symptoms that could otherwise be easily, treated. 

Depression tends to last longer in’ elderly adults: It also doubles their risk to develop. cardiac 
diseases and increases their risk of death.from illness, while reducing their ability to rehabilitate, 
Studies of nursing home patients with physical illnesses have shown that: the presence of depression 
substantially increased the likelihood of death from those illnesses: 

Depression also has been associated with increased risk of death following a heart attack. For that 
reason, making sure that an elderly person you are concerned about ‘is, evaluated and treated is 
important, even if the depression is mild. Depression in the elderly is more likely to lead to suicide, 
The risk of suicide is'a seridus concern among elderly patients with depression, 

Factors that increase the risk of depression in the elderly include: Being female,’ unmarried 
(especially if widowed), stressful life events, ‘and lack of a supportive social network. Having physical 
conditions like stroke, hypertehsion, atrial fibrillation, diabetes, cancer and dementia further in¢reases 
that risk. While depression may be an effect of certain health problems; it can also increase a 
person's risk of developing other ilinesses” primarily those affecting the immuric system, like infections, 


The following risk factors for depression are often seen in the elderly: 

* Certain medicines or combination of medicines 

* Living alone, social isolation 

* Recent bereavement 

* Presence of chronic or severe pain 

* Damage to body image (from amputation, cancer surgery, or heart attack) 
* Fear of death 

* Family history of major depressive disorder 

* Past suicide attempt(s) 

* Substance abuse 


Persons who develop their first depression in old-age are very likely to have yery small abnormal areas 
seen on head imagery that indicate tiny spots in the brain that may not be receiving adequate’ blood 
flow. Consequent chemical changes in these cells may enhance the likelihood of depression, apart from 
any life stress. 

The stigma attached to mental illness and psychiatric treatment is even more powerful among the 
elderly and is often shared by members of the patient's family, friends, and neighbors. This stigma 
can keep elderly patients from seeking treatment, In addition, depressed older people may not report 
their depression because they believe there is no hope for help 

Eiderly people may also not be willing to take their medicines because of side effects or cost. In 
addition, having certain other illnesses at, the same time as depression can interfere with the 
effectiveness of antidepressant medicines. Alcoholism and abuse of other substances may interfere 
with effective treatment, and unhappy life events "including the death of family or friends, poverty, 
and isolation” may also affect the patient's motivation to continue with treatment
